STATISTICS SHOW 
ATLANTA'S SCHOOLS. 
ARE NOT CROWDED 


Reports From Principals at 
End of Last Week, in Super- 
intendent’s Office, Do Not} 
Bear Out Extreme Criticism} 


ADJUSTMENT THE REMEDY 
THAT FIGURES SUGGEST 


Extreme Cases Rare — Many 
Seats in Some Schools Un- 
occupied—""Too Many. Pupils 
Per Teacher,’ Says Slaton 


Statistics compiled by The Journal 
from school principals’ reports for last 
week, on file in the office of Supertn 
tendent W. M. Slaton, do not support 
the criticism that Atlanta's schools are 
overcrowded physically. 

They donot bear out the impression 
that a condition of more pupils than 
seats or seat room prevails generally 
among the schools. On the contrary, 
they show that that condition exists in 
not more than ten class rooms in the 
city, and that four of those over- 
crowded class rooms are in Highland 
school; and that the cases upon which 
criticism published Tuesday were 
founded, “are extreme among them. 

W. R. Daley; president of the city 
board of education, was surprised ex- 
ceedingly by the obyious. conclusions 
presented by The Journal's tabulation. 
He had not seen one like it before, he 
said. Assured that it had been com- 
piled correctly from the reports of the. 
principals themselves, he admitted 
on the face of it there showed 
little pressing need for increase 
school facilities. 

TOO MANY iN ROOM, SAYS SLATON. 

W, ™M, Slaton, superintendent of 
schools, admitted also that on Its face 
the tabulation did not show urgent 
necessity. But he added that one must 
not look to those figures for the really 
troublous conditions in the schools. 

“The maximum number of pupils per- 
mitted to be taught in a class room in 
Atlanta is a shame and a. disgrace to 
the city,” he declared vehemently, con- 
senting to be quoted. “The vast 
trouble lies there.” 

The maximum number of pupils per 
class room that the Atlanta laws per- 
mit is as follows: 

For the four lower grammar grades,

‘The maximum for all grades should 
\pe forty,” declared Mr. Slaton, “Sound 
| pedagogy rules that it is impossible for

|ehildren in one room. If twenty  chil- 
dren are added to that number, the 
class teaching is not just’ one-third de- 
ficient. It is much worse than that It 
is deficient clear through, and every 
child in the class receives the conse- 
quences.”” 
LACK OF TEACHERS. 

The superintendent made it clear that 
in that phase of the matter—the over- 
crowding of<teachers, rather than the 
overcrowding of physical space and 
actual seating accommodations—lies the 
real criticism of Atlanta's schools. He 
declared that he himself realizes it as 
clearly as anyone, and that he has ar- 
gued it repeatedly without great avail. 
Moreover, said he, it is a phase abouc 
whih the general public knows little and 
seems to care less. 

“As long as that condition prevails,” 
said he, “Atlanta's schools will be de- 
ficient, In that Mes the greatest need 
for improvement.” 

To correct the trouble which Mr. Sla- 
ton points out, there would be required 
more school houses and more teachers 
just as positively as if the phySical 
capacity of the schools was  over- 
crowded. 

Among the white schools, the prin- 
palg! reports show the following classes 
with more pupils in them (the number 
of excess being specified) than they 
can provide with seating room:

Mayor Thinks School 
Congestion Was Exaggerated 


Mayor Woodward's view of the school 
situation in Atlanta is very much the 
same as that indicated by The Journal's 

gures. In other words, he doesn't 
think the congestion is nearly so great 
as it has been pletured. He announced 
Wednesday morning that he would 
make a complete tour of the schools 
on Thursday to ascertain for himself 
just what 1s needed. 

“My opinion is that the school houses 
have not been located as they should 
have been,” sald the mayor Wednesday. 


“Some are too close together, while 
others are too far apart. The proper 
way to fix school districts would be 


to establish circular zones around the 


school houses. For instance, draw a 
half-mile circle around each school 
house. But the way the school houses 


are now located, such a system would be 
impossible, Some circles would contain 
more than one school house, while oth- 
ers would contain none. The result is 
that the school districts look Hke a 
erazy quilt. making it necessary for 
some children to walk very long dis- 
tances in proportion to what the ma- 
jority have to walk. 

“Iam told that the Boulevard school 
hasn't near the enrollment it should 
have, and that the new Ashby Street 


school, built out of the last bond issue, 
hasn't over 100 pupils, whereas the 
building is large enough to accommo- 


date something like 400,

Don't Walk On Railroad. 


The loss of fourteen lives in a wreck would loom 
forth as a national horror; 7et, statistics show that 
there is an average of fourteen deaths every day 
caused by the dangerous custom of walking on rail- 
road tracks or otherwise trespassing on such prop- 
erty, It is estimated, {ndeed, that in this manner 
occur more than half the fatalities incident to rail- 
roads in the Unitéd States; and the majority of the 
persons thus killed are not tramps but children and 
valued citizens 

The time has come when the public should take 
serious note of this record with its grim warning to 
all who are accustomed to use railroad tracks as a 
common highway. The transportation companies are 
exerting themselves to end this peril and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has spoken to the same 
After all, however, it is upon the individ- 
ual tha: responsibility must rest; it is popular sen- 
timent and popular judgment that must correct this 
evil. Five thousand lives a year is a terrible sacrifice 
to carelessness, It can be reduced and prevented only 
through individual recognition of the great risk in 
walking on a railroad track.

Carrying Education to the Farmer. 

Everyone interested in the improvement of farm 
methods and the increased production of food wef 
comes the announcement of Senator Hoke Smith's de- 
termined purpose to secure the earliest possible pas- 
sage of the agricultural extension bill. This measure 
has been truly described as one of the most valuable 
pieces of constructive legislation that has been before 
Congress In the past fifty years. It provides ample 
means for carrying directly to the farmers of every 
State and every county those educational advantages 
whicu are now limited, for the most part, to students 
at agricultural colleges; its aim is to put into prac- 
tical daily use the wealth of scientific knowledge that 
has been garnered through long years of professional 
study and research, but which is now available to 
comparatively few. 

The pending bill provides among other things for a 
fixed appropriation from the federal treasury of ten 
thousand dollars a year to every State and further for 
conditional appropriations, beginning with three hun- 
dred thousand doilars a year, to be appropriated 
among the various States on a basis of rural popula- 
tion, this latter fund to increase annually by the sum 
of three hundred thousand dollars until a maximum 
of three million dollars is reachec. In order to re- 
ceive its share of the larger appropriation, each 
State must contribute to the same purpose an amount 
equal to that offered it by the federal government. 
These funds will be spent in each instance through 
the State College of Agriculture, It is required that 
“at least seventy-five per cent of the money be used 
for actual field demonstrations; of the remainder, 
twenty per cent may be used either for household 
economics or for further demonstration work.” 

The enactment of such a bill would put into oper- 
ation educational forces that would advance the ag- 
ricultural interests of this country beyond reckon- 
ing. It has been said that if half the present store 
of knowledge concerning the soil and its cultivation 
were turned to definite account, it would soon revo- 
Jutionize our system of farming and add incompar- 
ably to the nation’s wealth. The great problem is to 
utilize what has already been learned, to’ give the 
rank and file of farmers the country over the imme- 
diate advantage of scientific data and businesslike 
methods in their workaday tasks; and the surest, 
the speediest means of doing this is through a plan 
of regular demonstration conducted in each agricul- 
tural county. President Wilson stressed the need of 
such an enterprise when he sald: 

“The farmer has not been served as he might 
and should be. We have set up and liberally 
supported agricultural schools, horticultural 
schools, schools of poultry raising and others, 
and they have done excellent work. Our support 
of them should be hearty and generous; but a 
more effective way still has been found by which 
the farmer can be served, Lectures and expert- 
mental farms attached to schools are, like labor- 
atories, excellent but they do not and cannot of 
themselves push their work home. The thing 
that tells is demonstration work. The knowl- 
edge of the schools should be carried out to the 
farmers themselves. When the farmer does fully 
take science into partnership and becomes his 
own master and fortune builder, the day will be 
gone for once and for all when he can be taxed 
and ignored.” 

The farmers’ interests in this regard are the com- 
mon interests of the entire American people, Most 
problems, in their final analysis, are problems of the 
soil. The pressure of the high cost of living has 
arisen largely from the fact that the production of 
food has not kept ,ace with the increase in popula- 
tion. When the government of the United States 
turns its intelligence and. resources to the develop- 
ment of a truly scientific system of national agricul- 
ture, as the leading governments of Burope have, 
many difficulties and dangers that are now alarm- 
ing will melt away. 

The agricultural extension, to which Senator 
Smith is devoting particular effort, will mark an im- 
portant stride in that direction. It is one of several 
kindred measures now before Congress, all of which 
are meritorious and which should be passed. But 
the need of adequate farm demonstration work, 
adapted to the peculiar problems and opportunities 
of each county, is so urgent that it should be sup- 
plied without delay. There is good reason to hope 
that when the currency bill, which now overshadows 
all other legislative work, is disposed of, Congress 
will act promptly and favorably on the agricultural 
To do so will be a distinctive 
credit to the Democratic party and an inestimable 
boon to the nation.

Morality Wron~ End To

Another learned judge has advanced into the news- 
papers and declare@ ex cathedra that the telephone is 
corrupting the morals of our youth. Young Bill and 
Mary can talk much too easily, and the manufacture 
of “dates” is working overtinfe. Besides, telephoning 
greases the wheels of extravagance, Since the house- 
wife will not make hasp out of the remnants of the 
roast when she can step to the ‘phone and order a 
brand-new steak. 

This sort of reasoning is’ not new. There never 
has been a step made in the improvement of human 
conditions but some moral monitor arose and pointed 
out that it would loosen the bonds of virtue. 

Cities present greater advantages than the country 
for business, social life, and amusement; and it is a 
gray-headed platitude that the city is far more, dan- 
gerous to young people than the country. 

Railways are more convenient than the one-hoss 
Shay; but beware of them! for you might meet some 
one in the day coach who will speak to you. 

Street cars are opportunities for promiscuous ac- 
quaintance; better walk; or sUll better, stay home. 

Something ought to be done to protect innocence 
also from the United States postoffice! 

‘The only really moral thing seems to be lock your 
child up in the barn and feed pim or her through a 
knot-hole. ‘ 

This whole system of thought is based upon the 
erroneous idea that it is a parent's chief duty to keep 
the child safe. 

‘The truth, on the contrary, is that our main task 
is to train the child for intelligent liberty, to develop 
his sense of personal responsibility, and to equip him 
to take care of himself. 

‘The needed lesson in Ife is to learn how to meet 
and deal with danger, and not how to avoid danger. 

A judicious amount of authority is proper in pa- 
rents, but if that authority is an end in itself, and if 
we only seek to teach the child to obey blindly, and do 
not train his own powers of resistance to evil, we do 
more harm than good. 

Prohibition is right when a child cannot under- 
stand; but it is wrong even then when there is no ef- 
fort to make him understand. 

It is not Opportunity that threatens the morals of 
youth; it is ignorance of mind and feebleness of char- 
acter. 

-And there is only one way to insure the moral 
character and adequate intelligence of the people; and 
that 1s to teach ethics In the public schools, to train 
children there in honesty, cleanliness, and manhood, 
and to keep all the children during their nonage in 
school all the time. 

Here, as I have pointed out often, is the running 
sore of our crime, pauperism, and all social evil— 
namely, our failure to care for the children, and of our 
thrusting of them, untrained, into the economic strug- 
gle, 

Go back, teach, train, educate, develop, prevent; and 
let us have done with this medieval tinkering with tele- 
phones, theaters and picnics to keep people decent! 


Before and After the Tariff | 


OME amusement, but more satisfaction, will be 
Scausea by the statement of the president of the 
American Woolen company in regard to the new tar 
iff, He cheerfully takes the view that it was’ not 
much of a shower after all. Woolen manufacture will 
go on as profitably as before wool was made free and 
the rates on finished goods cut in half, Indeed, old- 
fashioneu protectionists will scent something like trea- 
gon in Mr, Wood's assertion that “free wool is of ins- 
timable value to the cloth maker.” Are the very moun- 
tains of protection quaking that such a thing can be 
said by a protectionist? After having been solemnly 
assured for years that the wool tax was the very key- 
stone of the arch of the “American system.” we are 
now told that knocking it out will be a great advan- 
tage, And though Mr. Wood thinks that the mills 
making fancy woolen goods will find their problem 
“more difficult” than that of the others, he is certain 
that the American Woolen company “will be able,” 
after needed adjustments and economies, “to compete 
successfully with similar manufacturers abroad.’ 
After this, what can be astonishing? 

It would be cruel to place over against these caim 
assurances by Mr. Wood the alarmed protests and dire 
predictions that were made, when the wool schedules 
were pending, in the name of the American Woolen 
company and others in the wool manufacture. One 
sees now that all this was a kind of inherited and 
professional fear. The manufacturers simply felt 
bound to cry out before they were hurt. They haa 
been doing it for generations. They knew from long 
practice exactly how to fall into the tone of dismal 
prophecy. Nor do we allege that they were entirely 
insincere or hypocritical in this course. They had so 
often heard and said that American industry would 
perish without high protection that they had come to 
more than half believe it. Besides, they were under 
the pressure of class and old associations. The tacit 
agreement among all the beneficiaries of the protective 
tariff was that all should make common cauSe in pro- 
testing against any change, soit was that a great many 
of the alarmists were necessarily perfunctory. They 
merely went through the motions, as was expected of 
them, And now that all is over, it is needless to 
point out the somewhat ludicrous contradictions be- 
tween what they said before the tariff was passed 
and what they say now that it is about to become law. 

For our part, we feel that every indication of cour- 
age and good hope and renewed energy on the part of 
our manufacturers, in facing the new conditions, ought 
to be hailed. That is the real American spirit. It has 
long been disguised by the sophisms and superstitions 
of the protective system. We have been taught to 
believe that, we could not stand the strain of compe- 
tition; that'we had various disadvantages and infert- 
orities as compared with foreigners, and that our 
only safety lay in heavy tariff rates levied against 
them. Whatever element of truth there may have 
been in this at one time and in respect to certain in- 
dustries, it long since ceased to be, for the broad range 
of American manufactures, anything but a myth, a 
kind of hideous survival and intellectual obsession 
And now that the time has come to shake it off, we 
look for many more optimistic affirmations, like that 
of Mr. Wood, Americans are not so mean-spirited and 
dependent in this tariff matter as they have been pic- 
tured. They have the pluck and skill and resolution to 
hold up their heads and fight their own commercial 
battles; and the coming days should see a marked 
display of the conviction that our salvation does not 
depend upon tariff rates but upon our own inventive- 
ness and energy in making the most of our great nat- 
ural resources——New York Evening Post.

Of course I'd 
have him read the English Bible all the time. 


Shakespeare and the Bible will give him expression, 
even though naturally he were as mute as a fish.

The Rise of the Water Color 


Water color as an independent medium of pictorial 
expression reached a prominent place in England in the 
middle of the eighteenth century. Its progress from 
that time to the end of Turner’s activity forms a log- 
ical chapter in the progress of the art. It is this 
chapter which C. E. Hughes elucidates in his “arly 
English Water Color,” which has just been issued by 
A. C. McClurg & Co, in their “Little Books on art” 
ser'es, 

The earliest water colors were, curiously enough, 
of much less importance than the copper plate en- 
gravings for which they were made, and it was only 
with the lapse of years that the original drawings be- 
gan to take the place of the plates. Meanwhile the 
exigencies of the translation of the color drawings into 
merely shaded plates had caused the artists to use 
colors of such subdued values as would give the en- 
gravers the least trouble in their more restricted field. 

The market, too, for these engravings was c...efly 
among owners of houses and lands who wished to pos- 
Sess “recognizable” pictures of their broad acres and 
Stately halls. Mr. Hughes traces from the bent tn 
coloring and subject thus early imposed on art, its in- 
teresting progress to the glories it attained under the 
hand of Turner.—Kansas City Times.

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Sore Head 


T this season of the year 
many chickens have devel- 
oped sore head. This dread- 

ed disease causes thousands of 
dollars loss to the soutn every 
year, and never a year passes 
that we do not have more or less 
of this trouble. Therefore it is 
important that everyone shoula 
begin in June or July ana teea 
salts and sulphur once a week to 
each of their chickens. This 
keeps their systems in such a con- 
dition as to ward off «ne disease 
or to have it in a very mild form. 
The sudden cold weather this 
year has thickened the blood of 
many young chicxens and causea 
sore head to develop when other- 
wise it would not have done so, 
and at present there is an epi- 
demic of sore head all over the 
country. 

The best way to treat sore 
head is to use one tabiespoonful 
of salts dissolved in warm water 
and mixed with the soft féea 
(enough for ten chickens), and 
the next day the same amount ofsulphur should be given in soft feed 

ten chickens, provided the weather is dry. Sulphur sould not be 

during damp weather. When the disease appears these remedies 
“gould be used every day. A person should take one pint of raw linseed 
pi and add two ounces of carbolic acid or enough to turn tne sores 
hiack within eicht hours after it is applied. The well chickens should 
fe treated first, and then go through the affected ones last. When it 
nee appears It will go through the entire flock and cause more or less 
joss if not treated. In using the linseed oil treatment the oil keeps the 
afected parts soft and the carbolie acid kills the germs, and a chicken 
js cared usually with two or three applications if it is not tdo far gone 
ind too weak to stand the treatment. At the best, it is bad to treat 
gre bead, and, unless taken in time and the very best of feed, care and 
siiention given the chickens, one will suffer a big loss, This disease 
prevails all over the southern states and is one of the most dreaded by 
many people Who raise chickens. 

Sore head does not seem to burt the early hatched chickens, but 
the late hatched ones are the ones that suffer, and this is where the big 
joss comes, as it seems to catch them right at a stage where tney are 
tking on their adult feathers and are in such a weakened condition 
that they cannot stand the strain. 

If our state had kept up the poultry department at the experiment 
gation there is no doubt in my mind but what ja remedy could have 
jeen discovered that could be used by inoculation similar to hog cholera 
that would have prevented this loss, which runs into thousands of dol- 
Hars every year to the poultrymen of the state of Georgia. There is yet 
yoom for this work to be done at the State College of Agriculture, 
which contains a poultry department and has a good appropriation 
trom the state’s funds. There is no more important work tnat could be 
juken up than the study of sore head, and it must sooner or later be 
qntrolied in some way to prevent the terrible loss that comes to all 
| oultrymen every year through this dreaded disease. With the scarcity 
gf chickens over the south this year, for the breeders to suffer another 
heavy loss from this disease means a terrible blow to the poultry inter- 
at of Georgia, but it is sure to come to those who have not fed their 
whieckens salts and sulphur during the year in sufficient quantities to 
prevent this dreaded disease. 

There are quite a number of other remedies adyertised and sold on 
the markets for this disease, but up to the present time I have never 
fied any that if so effective as the linseed oil and carbolic acid, and 
wually when this is done properly a person can save a large per cent 
if his fowls. Sore head is similar to measles. Old chickens that have 
ence had it are never affected the second year, but young chickens 
wually have it in some form-every year, and it is always best to be on 
the safe side and treat the chickens raised every year for this disease. 
Ife will start in time and use the methods outlined above, they will 
wally avoid a heavy loss that comes every year to the average poul- 
tryman. It is a ange thing, but nevertheless a fact, that we have 
his disease to contend with every year, and the loss throughout~the 
wuthern states probably runs into millions of dollars from this one 
fisease alone. Early hatched chickens that are matured and have their 
adult plumage do not’snffer from this trouble like late hatched chickens, 
id the loss is never so heavy among the early hatched ones. There- 
fore this is another reason why everyone should hatch and raise as 
P many chicken they possibly can early in the season, and not have 
the late hatched chickens to contend with. ‘ 
During the past week I have had not less than fifty letters from 
diferent people asking what to do for this dreaded disease. A number 
éf tines has a similar article to this appeared in The Journal, and if 
people would cut these out and keep them they would have on hand a 
remedy that has been tried and is known to be a sure cure, and it would 
save thousands of chickens for different people over the country. But, 
like a great many other things, we put off these things until the last 
moment, and never think about starting until the disease strikes us, 
ind it is too late then to avoid a heavy loss. This article should be 
preserved by everyone who keeps chickens, because some day they are 
ture to have sore head among their flock, and if the above treatment is 
ised according to instructions, many chickens can be saved.. And, by

Judge Ellis Rules That Narcot- 
ics Do Not Constitute 
‘ “Intoxicants” 


Judge W. D. Elis, who ts hearing un- 
Oefended divorce cases at this term of 
court, ruled Wednesday that excessive 
not consti- 


jcile Watts, a pretty young woman was 


ca og No. }on the witness stand seeking a divorce 


‘verdict from Martin Watts. When the 
‘case went to the jury the body declared 
‘that it would not grant a verdict with- 
Out adgitional evidence, and not wishing 
to find for the defendant advised Mrs. 
Watts to withdraw her suit. 

Judge Ellis held that habitual intoxi- 
cation, which is a ground for divorce, 
must be occasioned by the excessive use 
of alcoholic stimulapts. Mrs. Watts 
‘had testified that her husband was con- 
‘tinually under the influence of @rugs. 

Judge Ellis, who has advocated 
changes in the divorce laws, pointed 
out that at this term of court there 
are 147 undefended divorce cases on 
the calendar. There are six terms of 
court a year, and two verdicts must be 
granted in each case before the divorce 
as total. 

This shows that there are approxi- 
mately £20 undefended divorce cases 
heard a year in thts county, or more 
than one divorce for every day. ‘This 
ds in addition to all of the cases, which 
are contested. Of course some of the 
eases on the undefended calendar are 
brought simply for the removal of dis- 
abilities, where the divorce already has 


been granted, but there are not many 
of these. 


Although it is difficult to prove in 
the court, Judge Hillis said Wednesday 
that there is collusion in fully 50 per 
cent of the divorce cases; in other 
words, that in half of the cases the 
Parties just agree to separate and for 
one of them to get the degree,
